but the Post was willing to be flexible. 

“If you're well-respected, well-liked 
and you're doing your job well, use it,” 
Grant advises working parents. “I used 
the fact that they needed me and wanted 
me in this job to structure something that 
would work for me. I had worked very 
hard, very long hours, I had produced 
well and so it was sort of a pay-back 
time. They were very willing to do that.” 

Grant's supervisors decided to make 
the most of her time by shaving some 
technical and copy editing duties from 
her job. Grant now works more closely 
with a copy editor, who makes minor 
edits and changes to the graphics Grant 
creates. Now, without a change in salary 
or benefits, she works from 10 a.m. to 
about 6:30, but getting used to it hasn't 
been easy, Grant says. 

“I worried about [seeming undedicat- 
ed],” Grant says. “That was my para- 
noia. There was a time when I first came 
back [to work] that I felt like the only 
conversations I had with my supervisors 
were about the boys. I thought, ‘Do they 
only see me as a mother of twins now?’ 
But they were asking about [Andrew 
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and Christopher] because they were a 
novelty.” 

Soon after speaking with her boss 
about her concerns, Grant's fears were 
alleviated. Having been back at work for 
nearly six months, she’s become accus- 
tomed to her new schedule and lifestyle. 
She and her husband, Bill, hired a nanny 
to care for the twins during the work 
day. 

“I enjoy my job greatly,” Grant says. 
“And I enoy my career. But if the moon 
were made of blue cheese and I could do 
whatever I wanted, I would probably 
work two to three days a week and be 
more of a stay-at-home mom. But I’m in 
the same situation that a ton of people 
are. [A family] just can’t make it on one 
salary.” 

Nearly 70 percent of Americans 
believe companies should give employ- 
ees help with child care, according to 
The Conference Board report. Half of the 
companies in the study say they will 
implement family-friendly services in 
the future. 

Federal legislation also may help the 
family-friendly movement gather steam. 
In 1993 President Bill Clinton signed the 
Family and Medical Leave Act, which 


allows employees to take up to 12 weeks 
of unpaid leave every year provided: 
¢ they work for a private employer 

with 50 or more employees within 75 

miles of their workplace, the federal 

government or a state or local govern- 
ment and 

¢ they have worked for that 
employer for one year and at least 

1,250 hours during the previous year. 

This leave allows employees to: 

© care for newborn or newly adopt- 
ed children, 

¢ care for children, parents or 
spouses who have serious health con- 
ditions or 

* recover from their own serious 
health condition. 

The Women’s Legal Defense Fund in 
Washington, D.C., provides a free FMLA 
fact sheet and other related materials 
(see Work & Family Resources on page 
18). 

“On the positive side, [FMLA] drew 
attention to family issues at the federal 
policy level,” Bankert says. “That was 
really a first. On the down side, it’s creat- 
ed more administrative procedures than 
it needed to.”
